LONDON, Noy. 16—In the Macedonia theatre the entente troops 
continue to press the Teutonie allies in the Cerna river region, and, ac- 
cording to the Serbian war office, have seriously broken their line both 
east and west of the Cerna southeast of Monastir, capturing four ad- 
ditional villages east of the river, and on the western side driving the 
Germans and Bulgarians back on several additional points toward 
Monastir.. Berlin admits that in the Cerna region the Bulgarian-Ger- 
man forees haye left old entrenchments and occupied newly-prepared 
positions, : 

To the east of the Cerna river region in Macedonia the British 
have taken the town of Karakaska, on the east side of Lake Tahinos. 

Petrograd reports that the Russians have made further progress 
southward, and that the Teutonic allies continue to retreat, burning 
villages behind them.

Convention of Eastern Liberals—Refers to Report That Govern- 
to Ask Another Extension of Parliament—Will As- 
sume Responsibility For Action When Proposals of Government 


the opposition had been misplaced. 
Reason Tait Resigned, 

Sir Wilfrid said that Sir Thomas 
Tait, chairman of the National Ser- 
vice Commission, had been conpelled 
to resign because of this jarring and 


discord, On the very day that Sir 
Themas resignedy Sir Robert Borden 
had coolly and gladly asked him to 


take part. To have accepted, Sir Wil- 
frid declared, would have been to con- 
done the existing condition of things. 

Sir Wilfrid said there was no truth 
in the charg that he had not done 
his duty in to recruiting. He 
done his duty in the past and 
would continue to do it in the future, 
The only thing that really mattered, 
he said, was the winning of the war, 
That was more important than the 
trlumph of any political party. 

The Nickey Question. 

Turning to the nickel question, Sir 
Wilfrid said that the government 
should take steps to make it absolu- 
tely certain that Canadian nickel is 
not finding its way into Germany. 

It had been announced, Sir Wilfrid 
said, by Hon, A. E. Kemp nad by Hon, 
Arthur Meighen that parliament is to 
be asked for an extension of time and 
that in the event of a refusal the re- 
sponsibility would be placed on the 
Liberal party and himself. 

“Lam not afraid of responsibility,” 
said the Liberai lender, “I have taken 
it upon many occasions, but always 
having in view the welfare of Canada 
The question of responsibility has no 
terror for me, but we shall await the 
proposals of the government; we shall 
see ‘the arguments’ they put forth and 
then we will be equal to the responsi- 
bility.”

cetailing the proposal for an amal- 
zamation of the elevator company 
and the Grain Growers’ Grain Com- 
puuy, There was considerable dis- 
cussion of the scheme which was be- 
fore the convention practically all the 
day. The directors’ report is the out- 
coine of the instructions given them 
by last year’s convention to go into 
the matter on the ground of the desir- 
abidity of “federating as closely as pos. 
ible the farmers organizations of 
Western Canada, so that they can car- 
ry on their work with the highest de- 
sree of efficiency and avoid the dee 
velopment of possible rivalry and jeal 
ousies which could not fail to be in- 
jJurious to the work already done and 
being done by the organized farmers 

f Western Canada.” 

» directors submitted three plans 
for the choice of the convention, Plan 
Humber | is an amaigation of the two 
compunies which the board recom- 
mends and which has been approved 
by the executive of the United Farm- 
crs of Alberta, Plan number 2 is that 
of creating an inter-provincial com- 
pany with the provincial companies 
retaining their identity. Plan number 
3 is the creation of a holding com- 
pany which would own and control 
the provincial companies. 

Plan number 1 is recommended on 
the cround that “only by uniting their 
forces in the most compact manner 
possible oan the farmers of the threes 
prairie provinces hepe to deyelop 
their business along the lines necessary 
to protect their interests in the differ- 
ent branches of business which supply 
them with the main necessities of life, 
6uch as flour, milling and lumber, and 
later, the coal mining and other indus- 
tries,”” 

This was the plan adopted by the 
convention. It now goes to the vari- 
ous locals for approval by the share- 
holders, It must receive a majority 
vote, 

The directors were empowered to 
work out details of the scheme, The 
plan will be submitted to the annual 
meeting of the Grain Growers’ Grain 
company which meets in Winnipeg 
on November 24, 

The proposal is to have the Mani- 
toba Grain Growers’ Association and 
the United Farmers of Alberta, which 
are not ineorporated companies but 
economic associations, join this feder- 
ation and the matter will be submit- 
ted to them at their annual meetings. 
It is anticipated that it will be rati- 
fied by all, 

The convention this afternoon chose 
two of the three directors necessary to 


fill the places of the three whose 
terms expire this vear. Those elect- 
d were Messrs. E. J, ®ream (secre- 


tary-treasurer of the company), and 
1. Carswell, who were candidates for 
re-election, The third director will 
be chosen in the morning.

NEW BARRACKS AT 
PEACE RIVER ARE 
NOW COMPLETED 


Commissioner Perry of 
Formally Inspects Modern 
Home of R.N.W.. MP. 


Peace River, Nov. 10—The new 
barracks, residences and other builda- 
ings which have been in course of 
construction here during the summer 
for the divisional headquarters staff, 
wn division, Royal Northwest 
Mounted Police, have been completed 
ut a cost of $22,000, and have been 
formally inspected and accepted by 
Commissioner Perry, of Regina, who 
paid a brief visit here last week for 
that purpose. 

The site upon which the new build- 
Ings stand is that occupied by the old 
barracks which have been located here 
for the past 18 or 20 years, on the 
south edge of town. The grounds are 
laid out in a rectangle facing the 
Peace river. It is one of the mos 
picturesque locations in town and 
when the grading and fencing is com- 
pleted, it will present an imposing ap- 
pearance, The buildings comprise twu 
two-storey residences, with glassed-in 
verandas, which are for the  occu- 
pancy of Major McDonell and Inspec- 
tor Field; the two-story’ barracks, 
containing the sleeping quarters and 
dining room for the constables and 
special constables, in addition to the 
prisoner's quarters which are equip- 
ped with steel cells; the handsome 
little office, with four well-lighted 
rooms for the different departments, 
aces the residence of Sergt. Major 
Mead. To the rear is the large new 
stable, providing accommodation for 
some fifty head of horses. Other old 
buildings which have been in use in 
the past are being torn down or turn- 
ed into usable outbuildings. In the 
basement of the barracks are located 
the well, which was dug through solid 
sandstone, and the gasoline engine 
and pressure plant for furnishing wa- 
ter to all the group of buildings, A 
splendidly arranged sewer system, 
using the septic tank method, is 1n- 
stalled ,which serves for all the build- 
ings. The new barracks, complete, is & 
credit to the whole north-west. 

Long In Service, 

Major McDonald, superintendent 
commanding “N" division, has been in 
the service of the R.N.W.M.P. for 36 
years, lacking but a few months, He 
had been serving but four years when 
the Riel rebellion broke out and was 
made sergeant-major under General 
(now Sir Sam) Steele, taking promin- 
ent part in the suppression of that 
momentous outbreak. He _ served in 
the Yukon during the years of the 
Klondike gold boom. Though eligible 
to retire within a few months, Major 
McDonell entertains not the slightest 
notion of “quitting” the game, which 
certainly has its fascinations, even 
for the uninitiated, 

Inspector Field received his com- 
mission ten years ago, Practically 
all of his service until two years ago 
has been at northern posts. He is an 
efficient officer. The remainder of the 
local staff consists of Sergt. Major 
Mead, Staff Sergt. Mellor, Sergt 
Blake, Sergt. Belcher, Sergt. Spurgeon 
and Constables Charlesworth, Wil- 
liams, Spreeman, Barbee, Doak, Ste- 
phens, Brockie, Whybrow, Corcoran; 
special constables, Coates, Guillion, 
Gross, Callpas, Ritzschke. 

Large Territory. 

“N” division comprises the territory 
north from Mirror Landing to Her- 
schel Island, west to the British Co- 
lumbia boundary and east to ‘“‘good- 
ness knows where,” as one of the of- 
ficers expressed it. There are seven- 
teen detachments, officered by 54 men 
of whom forty are actual policemen 
The detachments are located at Mir- 
ror Landing, Sawridge, Wabasca, 
Grouard, wicLennan, Spirit River, 
Grande Prairie, Sturgeon Lake, Lake 
Saskatoon, Peace River (divisional 
headquarters), Fort Vermilion, Chip- 
ewyan, Fort Fitzgerald, Fort Simpson 
fort Resolution, Fort Norman, Fort 
McPherson, Herschel Island, It wili 
be noted that nearly one-half of the 
Dominion's territory is patrolled by 
“N” division. Not only this fact is 
noticeable, but, including its share of 
the Arctic Coast, it has enough navig- 
able waters to reach half-way around 
the world. 

The inhabitants of this district out- 
side the villages, indulge in trapping, 
mining for practically every known 
mineral, fishing, navigation, farming, 
stock raising, and oil drilling, They 
compose many branches of the Chipe- 
wyan Indians, the Eskimos, and white 
men from many lands, All this terri- 
tory is administrated without the aid 
of telegraphie communication except 
in a relatively small southern portion. 
It requires for a letter from an outer 
post to reach headquarters, and vice 
versa, four months, and this is con. 
sidered good time, as only a few years 
agoit would have required at least 
twelve months for a letter to cover the 
same distance, 

Most of the Mackenzie district ts 
over one hundred years old in point of 
settlement, it being the place where 
the first civilization that swept acress

M’NEIL AND MOEN 
NAMES TRAPPERS 
FOUND BY INDIANS 


Peace River, Nov. 10.—Sid McNeil 
and John C, Moen were the names of 
the two trappers whose skeletons were 
found some weeks ago by the Indians 
in a cabin at Jackfish Lake, according 
to official word which has been re- 
celved here at divisional headquarters, 
“N" Division, R.N.W.M.P. According 
to papers and documents found by 
Corporal Johnson, who investigated 
the case, Moen was a member of Nel- 
son Lodge, No. 25, K.P., and a mem- 
ber of a Farmer's Institute at Slocan 
Valley, Ferny Siding, B.C. He had 
powers of attorney to stake for J, 
McPherson and J. W. McKernan, be 
of Edmonton, The sum of $17.00 was 
found, which was supposed to belong 
to Moen, as $9.00 of it was found in 
an old pocket book and $8.00 in an 
old grass grip, both of which contain- 
ed papers and letters addressed to 
Moen. Nothing could be ascertained 
as to where McNeil came from, nor 
who his people are. He is supposed 
to have gone into the north in the 
Fond du Lac rush in 1915, but no one 
has yet been found by the police who 
was acquainted with him. 

No Food Shortage, 

In the cabin were about fifteen 
pounds of flour, twenty-pound sack of 
sugar and some tea, There was also 
an old rifle and an old shotgun, and a 
large pile of furs which were in a bad 
state of decomposition owing to the 
dilapidated condition of the cabin 
through which the rain had poured 
for many months. 

A prospector named Duncan Dar- 
ough, who has lived for eight years at 
Athabasca Lake, travelled with Moen 
and a man named J. Fraser from 
Peace River (Crossing) to Chipe ots 
leaving Peace River in June, 1915 
He afterwards saw Moen and Sid Me- 
Nell at Fond du Lae in September, 
1915, and the men said they had de- 
cided to go trapping and prospecting 


in the Cariboo, promising to return 
and meet Darough in the spring of 
1916, but up to September of 1916 


nothing further was heard from them, 
It was at that time that the two bodies 
were found. Both are supposed to 
have died of scurvy. 

Corp. Johnson states that he buried 
the bodies and burned the shack, as it 
was not in a fit state for future habi 
tation,

The pirates continue to destroy 
merchant ships with bland disre- 
gard of whether they fly a belli- 
gerent ora neutral flag. Nor- 
wegian and Danish ships are sunk 
daily, and another United States 
vessel has been sent to the bottom 
off the coast of Spain. Seeming- 
ly Berlin’s plan now is to sink 
everything that sails tne sea under 
any flag other than that of the 
Kultured powers, perhaps in hope 
that when the war is over Ger- 
many may capture the carrying 
business of the world. Another 
condition of permanent peace is 
therefore made apparent. Not 
only must the German fleet be des- 
troyed or taken over by the 
Allies; the German merchant 
marine should go to replace the 
-Lips unlawfuliy destroyed by its 
submarines, 

At Athens the Allies have un- 
earthed news of a secret treaty 
between Berlin and King Con- 
stantine, by which Greece was to 
be given some fragments of Turk- 
ish territory in return for supply- 
ing German submarines in the 
Mediterranean. It was part, of 
the arrangement that in certain 
contingencies the Greek forces 
were to join in the war on the 
side of Kultur, and in keeping 
with this Greek troops surround: 
ed the Allies at’Saloniki last Nov- 
ember. This discovery throws 
light upon the consistent vacilla- 
tion of King Constantine and the 
delay of General Serrail at 
Saloniki It also suggests that 
another disaster such as befel in 
Mesopotamia and in Gallipoli was 
avoided at Saloniki’by throwing 
m enough men to deal with the 
situation, under command of a 
man who knew how to deal with 
it 


German papers greeted the re- 
election of President Wilson with 
outbursts of denunciation, one 
prominent Berlin journal declar- 
ing him ‘‘the man most hated in 
*‘Germany.’’ That, perhaps, is 
as Mr. Wilson would have it. It 
is no credit to any neutral states- 
man to be thought well of in the 


realm where Kultur holds its 
sway—if there are any neutral 
statesmen in that unenvyiable 


position. Berlin’s whole foreign 
policy is a negation of the right 
of any state to be neutral. It is 
an affirmation of the rule that any 
nation which does not help Ger- 
many openly or secretly is re- 
garded as against her, and to be 
treated as an enemy when and 
where the occasion offers, It is a 
proclamation to the world, written 
in Belgian blood, that if Germany 
attains dominance such thing as 
national liherty of action shall 
perish from the earth, treaties and, 
conventions to the contrary not- 
withstanding.

A correspondent expresses sur-

Sir Robert Borden asked Sir 
Sam Hughes for his resignation 
the day after Sir Sam delivered a 
speech in Toronto, in the course of 
which he made a direct and bitter 
attack upon the Imperial authori- 
ties. This speech has been inter- 
preted pretty generally as having 
caused the demand for his re- 
signation. There is nothing in the 
published correspondence between 
the Premier and Sir Sam to refute 
the supposition. The letters 
show that there was friction over 
the question of precedence in the 
cabinet and the appointment of 
the sub-militia council in London, 
But there is nothing in the ex- 
change of views indicating that a 
break was imminent until the 
speech at Toronto capped the 
climax and brought about a situ- 
ation in which the retention of Sir 
Sam was impossible if any sort of 
proper feeling was to govern the 
future relations between London 
and Ottawa. Like the correspon- 
dence between Washington and 
Berlin, this cross-fire 
versy might have gone on inde- 
finitely if it had not been inter- 
rupted, and action made impera- 
tive, by Sir Sam’s onslaught upon 
the Imperial authorities. The 
conclusion is inevitable that Sir 
Sam was dismissed not because of 
what he had done or allowed to be 
done as a departmental head, but 
because of what he said in his 
Toronto speech; that he was, in 
fact, dropped because he had made 
a bad break and put himself and 
the Premier in wrong with Lon- 
don, not because of his reeord as 
an administrator. The more so 
that Sir Robert Borden has, as he 
says, defended Sir Sam's adminis- 
trative record whenever it has 
been called in question in Parlia- 
ment, His dismissal by Sir 
Robert is not, therefore, to be 
taken as in any sense a repudia- 
tion of his maladministration, but 
on account simply of his speech 
having made his retention impos- 


sible. Had he not made that 
speech he would, so far as the 
correspondence suggests, have 


continued to be head of the Militia 
Department and to run it on the 
same lines, indefinitely.

There {sy no way that B can get © 
half interest in the lot except subject 
to the taxes unpaid by A. The city 
would doubtless accept B's share of 
taxes for 1916, but there would still 
be the taxes that should have been 
raid by A against the lot. If B wishes 
to get his interest separate from A, 
it would be necessary for him to have 
a transfer executed by B and A trans- 
ferring # part of the lot to GB, the part 
to be transferred being of course a 
matter, of agreement between the par- 
ties. This will probably not fit the 
case as a piece of the lot would pro- 
bably be no good to B so that the only 
thing that can be done is to make A 
yay up the arrears of taxes.

This is a recogniz- 
ed French word used familiarly for 
“head,” especially a big, thick head 
(“slowpate”),. It is derived from the 
Latin word caput and the suffix 
“oceus."” Boche seems to have been 
used first in the underworld of Paris 


about 1860, with the meaning of 
disagreeable, troublesome fellow. In 
the Franco-Prussian war of 1870 it 


was not applied to the Germans, but 
soon afterwards it was applied by the 
Parisians printers to their German 
assistants because of the reputed 
slowness of comprehension of these 
foreign printers. The epithet then 
used was ‘‘tet de boche.”’ The next step 
was to apply boche to Germans in 
general,

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| Today We Celebrate | 
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The Romance of British Columbia, 

Countless volumes have been writ- 
ten about the romantic early history 
of California, but comparatively little 
of the equally romantic and adventur- 
ous days when British Columbia was 
being transformed by red-blooded 
pioneers from a wilderness inhabited 
only by trappers and Indians into «# 
civilized state, 

It Was just a half century ago today 
that the union of Vancouver Island 
and the British Columbla maintand 
was proclaimed, and about five years 
later the united colony became a prov- 
ince of the Dominion of Canada, Em- 
bracing within its far flung bound- 
aries a great island and a_ wide 
stretching mainiand, bold sea coast, 
towering mountain ranges, rugged and 
picturesque river courses, rich fertile 
valleys and frozen northland wastes, 
British Columbia is an empire in it- 
self, rich in the largeness of soil and 
sea, mine and forest. 

First came the brave navigators, 
the Cooks and the Vancouvers close- 
ly followed by the Scotch explorers 
and trappers and their aides, the har- 
dy French - Canadian voyageurs. 
Greatest of these was Alexander Mac- 
kenzie, who crossed the continent af- 
ter braving a multitude of perils and 
hardships ,and carved his name on @ 
rock at Dean Inlet in 1793 . 

Gold was the lure that attracted to 
British Columbia its first considerable 
white population, as it was in Cali- 
fornia. Prior to the gold rush of 
the ‘60's, British Columbia was un- 
der the government and control of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, and was di- 
vided into districts known as New 
Caledonia, New Gepraia, New Norfolk 
and New Cornwall. Im 1856 the first 
rumors of the discovery of gold in 
New Caledonia reached San Francisco, 
but it was not until 1868 that the 
great exodus from the Golden State 
to the new Eldorado began in earn- 
est, Thousands of miners set out, by 
sea and land, for the north, and be- 
fore the close of the year, 26,000 Cali- 
fornians were in British Columbia, To 
provide for the government of the 
country ,the colony of British Colum- 
bia was formed, and James Douglas, 
who had long ruled Vancouver Island, 
was sworn in as governor, The min- 
ers from California were loud in their 
protests against the Hudson's Bay 
Company, which held a monopoly and 
forbade the importation of goods 
through other than the company’s 
agencies. An appeal was mude to the 
Washington gOvernment, whiéh in 
turn took up the matter with Lon- 
don. The British government sus- 
tained Governor in the steps he had 
taken, but, at the same time, impress- 
ed upon Governor Douglas “the im- 
portance of caution and delicacy in 
dealing with those manifold causes 
of international relationship and feel- 
ing whieh are certain to arise.” 

Soon after the union of Vancouver 
Island and the mainland in 1866, & 
movement was set on foot to bring 
about the union of-the colony with 


Canada, while another influential 
party of American settlers openly 
agitated annexation to the United 


States. Dr. Helmoken was the leader 
of the annexationists, and he succeed- 
ed in arousing a strong pro-American 
sentiment, but the majority of the 
citizens favored inclusion in the Cana- 


dian Dominion. In 1871 confedera- 
tion became an accomplished fact, 
British Columbia having exacted a 


pledge from the Dominion govern- 
ment to build a transcontinental rail- 
way. The long delay in the fulfill- 
ment of this pledge exasperated the 
British Columbians, and the threat 
of withdrawal from the Dominion was 
often made, while the annexation 
movement was revived, At length, in 
1885 ,the railroad was completed, and 
the union with Canada became a 
reality.
